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As  If  there  were 'nt  enough  problems.  Congress  author¬ 
ized  the  striking  of  the  new  Kennedy  half  dollar  which, 
quite  predictably.  Immediately  disappeared  form  circ¬ 
ulation  taking  with  it  a  corresponding  amount  of  silver 
reserves.  Adding  insult- to- injury,  a  political  move  by 
a  western  power  caused  passage  of  a  bill,  authorizing  the 
striking  of  silver  dollars.  Fortunately  this  silver 
plated  fiascoe  has  been,  for  the  time-being,  at  least, 
side-stepped . 

A  step  in  the  right  direction  was  the  treasury's 
decision  to  stop  issuing  silver  certificates  and  to 
replace  them  with  Federal  Reserve  certificates.  Thus 
as  the  existing  notes  are  retired  or  replaced,  a  corre¬ 
sponding  amount  of  silver  is  freed  for  the  treasury's 
use  as  a  price  stabilizer  and  bullion  supplier. 

The  most  overt  help,  with  the  exception  of  the  Federal 
Reserve  note.  Is  the  placement  of  the  mints  on  a  24  near 
production  day  in  a  frantic  attempt  to  alleviate  che 
drain  in  our  circulating  medium.

It  would  not  do  to  simply  cut  silver  coinage  out  in 
its  entirety  as  this  would  cause  all  existing  'ilver 
based  coins  to  be  immediately  withdrawn  from  circulation 
by  speculators  and  hoarders.  This  would  also  raise 
havoc  with  all  coin  operated  mechanisms  us  many,  if  not 
most,  are  dependent  upon  the  silver  cor.tnet  to  letect 
counterfeit  coins. 

PROPOSAL:  1.  Reinstate  the  San  Francisco  mint 

authorizing  only  the  striking  of  half  dollars.  2.  Cont¬ 
inue  the  dating  of  all  coin  production  as  of  1964,  in- 
definately,  until  the  present  shortage  is  corrected.  3. 
Prohibit  the  export  and  melting  of  silver  coins.  5. 

Strike  quarter  dollars  in  stainless  steel  or  nickel. 

6.  Increase  the  taxation  of  profits  in  silver  trading 
and  speculation.  7.  Continue  the  use  of  Federal 
Reserve  currency  indef ference  to  the  Silver  Certificate. 

8.  Disregard  the  authorization  to  strike  the  silver 
dollar.  9.  Limit  crust,  holding,  and  investment  comp¬ 
anies'  (insurance)  silver  holdings  to  a  smaller  percent¬ 
age  of  their  total  investment  portfolios. 

Any  or  all  of  these  proposals  would  be  hai*d  on  the  coin 
collector  for  one  reason  or  another,  however,  much  of  the 
existing  problem  rests  squarely  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
collector  and  his  cousin,  the  speculator.

Most  of  the  modern  English  silver  coins 
of  large  denominations  and  gold -coins  use  this  design. 

In  1935  a  more  modernistic  St.  George  design  was  made 
by  Perc  Metcalfe  for  the  silver  jubilee  crown  of  George  V.

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In  Remembrance 

Jerome  Grossman 

October  31,  1923  -  March  18,  2013 

Jerome  Grossman,  89,  'loved  history' 
of  ancient  coins 

Attorney  Jerome  P.  Grossman  may  be  most  widely  know  n  in  Omaha  as  coordinator  of 
the  cataloging  commission  for  the  By  ron  Reed  collection  of  coins,  books  and  auto¬ 
graphs  for  the  City  of  Omaha.  "He  (and  others)  spent  months  and  months  and  months 
cataloging  it,"  said  a  son,  Barry  Grossman  of  Omaha.  “He  was  very  upset  w  hen  they 
broke  up  the  collection."  The  elder  Grossman  was  the  lirst  president  of  the  Byron  Reed 
Historical  Society  and  president  of  the  Omaha  Coin  Club  for  lour  terms.  Mostly  ancient  coins  —  Greek,  Roman  and  Egy  p¬ 
tian  —  filled  Grossman's  own  coin  collection.  “He  was  really  into  the  history.  He  loved  history,”  the  son  said 
Jerome  Grossman.  89,  died  Monday  March  18th,  2013  at  Bergan  Mercy  Medical  Center  of  complications  from  a  hernia. 

At  age  13,  Jerome  Grossman,  an  Omaha  native,  did  his  ow  n  bar  mitzvah  at  a  small  synagogue  right  off  Cuming  Street, 
because  there  was  no  one  else  to  conduct  it.  He  graduated  from  Central  High  School  and  attended  Creighton  University.  He 
entered  World  War  II  in  1944.  lighting  in  Europe  in  the  12th  Armored  Division  and  eventually  helping  to  liberate  prisoners 
from  Landsberg,  a  Na/i  slave  labor  camp.  Before  his  discharge,  Grossman  helped  organize  the  educational  system  for  the 
command  headquarters  at  Heidcnheim,  Germany  .  He  used  a  high  school  building  and  set  up  a  curriculum  for  U.S.  troops 
w  ho  had  not  completed  high  school,  Barry  Grossman  said.  Jerome  Grossman  taught  high  school  classes  at  the  school  in 
Germany  and  college-level  painting  and  draw  ing  classes  at  Biarritz  American  Univ  ersity  in  France. 

He  earned  bachelor's  and  law  degrees  from  Creighton  and  a  master's  degree  in  tax  law  from  New  York  Univ  ersity.  He  began 
his  private  legal  practice  in  1947  in  Omaha  and  retired  in  2010. 

Jerome  Grossman  was  the  first  civilian  from  Nebraska  to  be  given  a  direct  commission  to  the  then-new  Army  Judge  Advo¬ 
cate  General's  Corps.  He  remained  w  ith  JAG  part  time  from  his  1948  commission  until  1977,  w  hen  he  w  as  translcrrcd  to 
the  Army  Reserve  as  a  colonel. 

Jerome  Grossman's  other  activ  Hies  included  scrv  mg  as  commander  of  the  Jew  ish  War  Veterans  for  Iowa  and  Nebraska,  and 
as  president  and  national  councilman  of  the  Nebraska  Department  of  the  Reserve  Officers  Association.  Besides  his  son, 
other  surv  ivors  include  his  w  ifc  of  59  years,  Betty  J.  Grossman,  son  Michael  Grossman  of  Omaha  and  two  grandchildren.
